The 
Self Inspection Blank for schools covers the 
maintenance as well as the structural con­ 
ditions in schools.” 
School boards which take advantage of 
this service to check the schools under their 
jurisdiction, and correct hazards, are to be 
commended. The school boards which do not, 
to put it mildly, are derelict in their duty. 
Thousands of American 
schools contain 
grave dangers which can lie eliminated. Ev­ 
ery school district in the United States 
should make scientific inspection of schools 
a periodic job.
